W hat appears to be a fall grown sensational murder mystery is 
of Boss, Charley and Bob Sutton and their brother-in-law, George 
charged with the killing of a young farm hand by the name of Jess 
two miles north of Crafton on the evening of October 17, 1008. It seems from 
the statement made to the citizens of the Crafton community and to the offi­ 
cers of one John Hiller, a farm laborer who was working in that section as a 
cotton picker, he was present when the trouble arose between the Suttons 
and the Farmer boy. Hiller states to a Messenger reporter that in the after­ 
noon of Sunday, October IT, between sundown and dark, in company with 
the Sutton brothers and George Elliott he was at the home of Elliot, where 
they indulged in card playing; that the Suttons became angry with the 
Farmer boy and pulled their pistols. As they did H iller-says he ran out the 
door. 
Just as he left the house he heard the report of a pistol and the voice 
of Farmer pleading with the Suttons not to shoot. Hiller ran into the brush 
and remained out all night. Next morning he was hunted up by the Suttons 
and taken to the house in which the trouble had occurred, and there, under 
threats of death made to swear he would never say anything about what had 
transpired the night before. 


shots, all these facts seem very dam­ 
aging to the prisoners. 
But it 
is claimed by the prisoners in their 
talk to an attorney that Farmer can 
be produced in the flesh, and that he 
is now somewhere in Oklahoma. 
John Hiller, the man making these 
charges against th# Suttons and El­ 
liott, in convesation with a Messen­ 
ger representative, says that after the 
Suttons and Elliott left this country 
and located in the west, he 
letters from a girl relative of the Sut­ 
tons in which she used very endear­ 
ing terms and entreaties for him to 
come to west Texas and claim her as 
his bride. Hiller says he never saw 
the young lady in his life. 
Charges of burglary, also, have 
been made against the men, Hiller 
claiming they broke into his dug-out 
and appropriated his clothes. 
Other 
charges are likely to be made, so 
state the prosecuting officers. 
At an examining 
trial yesterday 
it seems that the man Hiller is not re­ 
garded very highly for truth and ve­ 
racity by the witnesses appearing at 
the trial. 


Couple Swoop Down on San 
Antonio Gambling House. 
San Antonio, Feb. 15.—Acting un-' 
der Instructions of Governor Camp­ 
bell, State 
Rangers 
Laughlin 
and 
White of Austin raided a gambling 
house. Forty arrests were made. The 
house is located in the Mexican quar­ 
ter. 
The two doors were forced at the 
same time, and the rangers entered 
with drawn six-shooters and got the 
drop on the crowd. There was great 
confusion, but as both doors were 
blocked the crowd made no rush. Some 
knives were drawn and some threats 
made, but the officers were not at­ 
tacked. 
Constable Trainer was noti­ 
fied, but the gamblers had to be kept 
at bay for nearly an hour before his 
arrival. 
In the meantime a mob of nearly 
1,000 Mexicans had gathered around 
the gambling house, and it looked as 
if an attempt would be made to de­ 
liver the 
prisoners. 
However, 
the 
rangers’ 
pistols 
looked 
dangerous. 
With the arrival of the constable and 
his deputies the men captured 
were 
received * handcuffed ana taken to the county 
jail. All were Mexicans, with two ex­ 
ceptions. 
During the trip to the jail 
the officers had to knock down sev­ 
eral members of the mob with six- 
shooters to prevent them taking away 
their friends. 
The event caused considerable ex­ 
citement. 
It is rumored that there 
are several othr gambling houses run­ 
ning openly, and that they will 
be 
raided. 
This is the first time that 
Rangers were ever sent to San Anto­ 
nio on a like mission.

It seems that from that day until the 
present the Farmer boy has not been 
seen in that community. 
In a few 
weeks after the trouble is said to 
have occurred, the Suttons and El­ 
liott sold out their holdings in the 
Crafton community and moved to the 
west, locating in Hale and Jones coun 
ties. 
Shortly after 
their removal 
Hiller left that section and located at 
Bowie, where he is employed at odd 
jobs about the town. 
A short while after the trouble, and 
a few days before the Suttons left, a 
brother of Hiller made a statement to 
John McKinney, a reputable citizen 
vnd good farmer in that section, that 
he “ knew enough on the Sutton boys 
and George Elliott to put them behind 
the bars, as they had killed Jess F ar­ 
mer.” This statement was made to 
several by young Hiller, but as Mr. 
McKinney states, no 
attention was 
given the statement. 
Young Hiller 
is regarded as a simple minded boy 
and it was the opinion of those he 
talked to that he was laboring under 
a delusion. 
But th# rumor was persistant and 
week by week gained wide circulation 
in that country. 
Finally the good 
people became worked up about the 
matter and went to work to clear up 
the affair. 
Their interest became in­ 
tense when the statement of young 
John Hiller was 
given a founda­ 
tion hy bullet holes found in the 
room where the trouble occurred and 
human blood on the floor. 
All this, 
coupled with the statement made by 
a neighbor that he heard the shots at 
the time Hiller says they were fired, 
and the fact that Farmer had disap-

Steele and Colonel Zuber 
Address Legislators. 
Austin, Feb. 13.—Couple of patriots 
appeared in the house Friday. These 
veterans are Aiphonso Steele of Mexia, 
the last survivor of the battle of San 
Jacinto, and Colonel W. P. Zuber of 
Austin, one of the two last survivors 
of the Army of the Republic at San 
Jacinto. 
They appeared before both 
houses of the legislature Friday by 
special request 
and 
addressed the 
body. 
The ancient warriors and sur­ 
vivors of the heroic time which made 
the Texas of 
today 
possible were 
greeted with great enthusiasm. 
Aa 
evidence of the consideration in which 
they are held the senate appropriated 
$200 for a large painting of Mr. Steele 
to be executed, and the house provided 
for the creation of suitable gold mad- 
als, one each for the two distinguished 
veterans, and for a joint photograph 
to be made of them. 
Both were escorted to the speaker’# 
stand and introduced by Representa­ 
tive Hill of Denton in patriotic terms. 
Amid great cheering Mr. Steele, who 
is ninety-vwo years old, but remarka­ 
bly well preserved, arose, and standing 
erect, said: 
“I am sorry I can’t make 
a speech. 
I hope you won’t expect 
one. It’s a thing I’ve never done, and 
I cant’ make a speech'. I shall tell you 
in a simple way At some rn the early 
days.” Ho then recounted the events 
leading to the battle of San Jacinto; 
gave a short description of the maneu­ 
vers and tactics by which the opposing 
forces came in battle position and gave 
a summary of the battle proper.

TREES FOR STREETS 


Advice on Planting and Properly 
Caring For Them. 


VALU EOF MUNICIPAL CONTROL 


Best W ay to Secure Adequate Gen­ 
eral Tree Beauty, Says an A uthority. 
Choice 
of 
Trees 
Most 
Im portant. 
W hy Systematic Planting Pays. 


An authority on the planting, proper 
care of anil regulation of street trees 
who strongly favors municipal regula­ 
tion of the trees says: 
“Investigation will show that in no 
other way can adequate general tree 
beauty be secured. It is the universal 
practice abroad to have the trees cared 
for by the municipal authorities, and 
not by the individual property owners. 
It cannot be said that the tree really 
benefits primarily the person who lives 
near it. He receives an incidental ben­ 
efit, but the tree adds to or detracts 
from the value of the street generally 
more than it docs the value of the 
property which it fronts. 
“In the United States the cities 
which show the best trees have almost 
uniformly municipal control, with the 
execution of some eastern cities, wlmre 
pub.ic sentiment amounts to Hie same 
thing. 
“Washington lias the best ordered 
and best maintained trees in America. 
There are some 93,OCK) of these, all 
^p lan ted municipally and cared for mu- 
l icipally. There lins been great atten­ 
tion to the planting of proper trees in 
uniform shape— that Is, a certain street 
will have nothing but horse « hest nuts, 
another nothing blit English syca­ 
mores, another nothing but tulip trees. 
There are whole avenues devoted to 
splendid oaks, some splendid avenues 
of elms and maples, an occasional 
street showing Carolina poplars, and 
some more plantings of the pin oak. 
In each case it is a solid street of a 
tree, and the effect is exceedingly good. 
Mo such effect could be produced by 
individual 
initiative, 
for one 
man 
would want an elm and another a 
Carolina poplar and possibly another 


a 
horse chestnut. None of these trees 
I 
n. ;ht 
• 
right trees for that par- i 
Uvular t la e, and thus the following 
of individual preference w mid be 
making patchwork of the street. 
In considering trees for city streets j 
tho width of the streets and the use ot j 
the streets must be taken into account. | 
The primary purpose of streets is to I 
serve commerce and business and not j 
to serve as a nursery or park. 
The i 
park aud tree adornment should add to ; 
the con fort, the convenience and the 
health, but It is an adjunct to the gen- . 
£ral use of the street. Therefore such , 
trees must bo chosen as will promote 
the best use of the streets. 
Obviously 
this means that on narrow streets It is 
not proper to put a tree which has the 
habit of spreading out into a wide 
head. The round, compact form of the 
Texas umbrella tree does not suggest 
that it is a good tree for a narrow 
street, whereas the vase form and 
height of the elm does at once suggest 
it as a proper tree for narrow streets, 
and, indeed, for most wide streets, for 
It grow s up and out of the way and its 
limbs reach over in a most attractive 
fashion. 
“Some of the cities in New Jersey 
have undertaken to regulate trees and 
to plant trees municipally. 
The best 
examples are in Newark and East Or­ 
ange, both of which cities are succeed­ 
ing admirably in their efforts. 
The 
tendency is to plant from twenty to 
forty feet apart, to stagger the rows 
on either side, always to dig a deep 
hole aud fill with good soil and set the 
tree with an adequate stake, afterward 
protecting it with a simple guard, usu­ 
ally made of chicken wire, so that 
horses cannot gnaw it. 
Much care is 
being given toward keeping the tree 
In proper shape without having its 
hark torn by improper guards or by 
ihe tying to fasten it to the necessary 
■take.” 
In East Orange, N. J., all street 
trees are pruned to a uniform height, 
A height that will permit the unim­ 
peded passage of vehicles and will al­ 
low all street lights to be seen at 
night. Few things are more important 
In the care of trees than proper prun­ 
ing. The cut should be made close to 
and even with the trunk. When prun­ 
ing Is properly done the scar will heal. 
When short stumps are left they dry 
and rot, prevent the wound from heal­ 
ing aud carry decay into the trees. 
Even from a financial point of view 
the systematic planting and care of 
trees on streets would prove a paying 
investment. 
Many cases are known 
where bare land of superior value has 
sold at a much less price than inferior 
land with the frontage aligned with 
street trees. For all purposes but the 
growing of crops street trees are of 
more importance and value to the land 
than quality of soil. 
Newcomers are 
not attracted to a town by garish, 
shadeless streets any more than they 
are by dirty or poorly paved streets. 
Insanitary conditions or other forms 
bf slovenly civic housekeeping.

BANDITS HOLD UP TRAU 


Couple of Masked Men Appear 
From Tender. 


CAPTURE CAB OCCUPANTS. 


T aking Along Locom otive Men 
the 
Robbers Proceed to the M ail 
Car, 
W here Three Sacks of Letters Are 
Dumped Into Sack and Taken Off. 


Denver, Feb. 13.—Two masked ban­ 
dits held up Denver and Rio Grande 
railway train No. 4 at Military Junc­ 
tion, between Fort Logan and Denver 
early today. 
The two bandits, who suddenly ap­ 
peared from the coal tender, compell­ 
ed the engineer and fireman to stop 
the train. 
The bandits took the two 
men from the engine cab and fired a 
number of shots alongside the coaches 
to intimidate the passengers and train 
crew. 
The conductor appeared on the 
scene. 
He asked what was the mat­ 
ter and one of the bandits fired at him 
three times before he escaped. 
He 
was not hit. 
With their two prisoners the train 
robbers, one of whom is described as 
large and the other as small, then 
went to the door of the mail car and 
compelled the fireman to call out to 
the mail clerks to open door. 
'There 
was two clerks in the car and they 
were lined up beside 
the 
enginer, 
while one of the robbers forced the 
fireman to help him put three sacks 
of registered mail into one large mail 
sack. 
This he threw out of the car. 
The robbers then marched the pris­ 
oners a couple of blocks ahead of the 
train and told them to return. 
The bandits made good their escape 
In the direction of Fort Logan, but 
is believed they really went in the di­ 
rection of Denver. 
The estimated amount obtained by 
robbers vary and information on this 
point is meager. 
Both clerks agree 
that only the registered 
mail 
was 
taken, but they have no idea of the 
value of it. One of the packages taken 
Is said to have been a package of cur 
rency from a Salt Lake City bank and 
this amount estimated at from $1,000 
to '$5,000.

New Artificial Stone. 
According to the Denver Post, a mar­ 
ble-like material, declared to be a great 
advance over other artificial stone, is 
now made from the w aste slag of blast 
furnaces mixed with a little lime. The 
slag is crushed and powdered, one-sev- 
eutli part of quicklime is added, and 
the ma«s, made into a paste with wai­ 
ter, is pressed into molds of metal. 
The blocks so formed on drying have 
the consistency of chalk. 
They are 
placed in Iron cylinders from which 
the air is pumped out and then re­ 
placed with carbonic acid, and after 
a few’ days in this gas the hydrate of 
lime becomes carbonated, binding the 
mass into a rock of great hardness. 
The finished stone takes a high polish. 


Infant Burial* in China. 
The child mortality in China is so 
great that burial in coffins, such as 
adults get, is unknown for Infants, 
states the London Lancet. 
As one 
wanders through the streets one often 
meets a cart more or less full of bun­ 
dles of various sizes, the bodies of 
dead children wrapped in old matting.

Chemical Aid to Medicine. 
Chemistry may be of use to medi­ 
cine in at least three quite different 
ways. One of these is concerned with 
finding out what things are made of. 
This kind of chemistry is called ana­ 
lytical chemistry. 
Another way in 
which chemistry can help medicine de­ 
pends upon the ability of the modem 
chemist not only to find out what the 
things are made of, but also to dis­ 
cover how the parts are put together. 
This branch of chemistry is called 
structural chemistry because it has to 
do not only with the materials, but 
also with the Wray in which these ma­ 
terials 
are arranged. 
Yet 
another 
method of helpfulness comes from a 
still more recent development of chem­ 
istry, commonly called physical chem­ 
istry, which deals w’ith the phenomena 
lying on the border Hue between phys­ 
ics and chemistry, especially that part 
of the border line concerning the rela­ 
tion of energy to material. The phys­ 
ical chemist must know not only what 
things are made of and how these ele­ 
ments are put together, but also what 
energy is concerned In putting them 
together and what energy is set free 
when they are decomposed.—Theodore 
Richards in Atlantic.
